OBITUARY

SIR WILLIAM LLEWELLYN, R. A. 


Sir Willtam Llewellyn, portrait painter and 
former President of lis Royal 8 died 
in London on Tuesday night, aged 77. He 
painted many portraits of King rge V and 
Queen Mary. One of Queen Mary, now 
hanging in Windsor Castle, has been copied 
no fe er than 80 times for provincial and 
Dominion galleries. 

Sir William was the son of a Welsh 
engineer. He received his artistic education 
at South Kensington under Sir E. Poynter, 
and in Paris under Ferdinand Corman, 
Lefebre and Ferrier. He was aged 23 when 
he had his first picture accepted for the 
Royal Academy? In 1912 he was elected an 
Associate, and in 1920 he was elected R.A. 
Sir William was a trustee of the National 
Gallery (London). He was a member of the 
Royal West of England Academy and an 
honorary member of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy of Arts and of the Royal Scottish 
Academy. His attitude towards young 
painters was ere and helpful. He 
married, in 1893, Marion, daughter of Mr. 
T. M. Meates, of. Wimbledon, and had one 
daughter. Lady Llewellyn died in 1926. 


DR. O. D. SKELTON 


The death of Dr. O. D. Skelton, LL. D., 
Under-Secretary of State for External Affairs 
at Ottawa, Canada, occurred suddenly on 
Tuesday afternoon, Dr. Skelton, who was in 
his sixty-third year, had always been a keen 
and sympathetic student of Irish affairs, and 
had many friends in this country. His kindly 
help was much appreciated by the representa- 
tives of the Irish Government who visited 
Canada at the time of the Ottawa Conference.

Daniel J. Reilly, solicitor, Trim. Mr. Reilly 
had one of the largest practices in County 
Meath, and was widely popular and respected, 
beth as a solicitor and as a personality. He 
qualified in 1904, and was for a period Presi- 
dent of the Incorporated Law Society. In 
1936, his daughter, Miss Mary. E. Reilly, 
also qualified as a solicitor, and joined her 
father in practice, and a little over a year 
ago one of his sons also joined him. Mr. 
Reilly carried on a busy practice in Dublin 
as well as in Trim.

ALLEGATION IN DUNDALK 
PIG-STEALING CHARGE 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


DUNDALK, Wednesday. 

Allegations of ‘‘ hi-jacking’’ on the border 
were made at Dundalk District Court — 
when Patrick Morgan, of Jonesborough, 
Armagh, was charged by the State with hav- 
ing, at Dromad on the sist October, 1940, 
stolen three pigs, the property of Bernard 
McAteer, of Annaverna. 

Superintendent McDonagh said the allega- 
tion was that the larceny took place on the 
famous Rabbit Pass,” and the procedure 
was what was known in America as hi-jack- 
ing. The origin of the term, he believed, was 
that gangsters’ lorries in America were pro- 
ceeding along a road when somebody from 
the sidewalk shouted, “Hi Jack.” The 
drivers stopped innocently and then found 
themselves held up and deprived of their stuff. 

The allegation in Morgan’s case was that 
three men, one of whom was Morgan, 
happened to be hidden along the Rabbit 
Pass on this night. McAteer, assisted by 
some men, came along with three pigs. 
Suddenly somebody shouted, “Here they 
are. Come on, chief.“ McAteer and his 
assistants then fled in the direction of the 
South, leaving the three pigs with the at- 
tackers. 

District Justice Goff—I have heard of that 
before. 

Superintendent McDonagh—It sounds 
funny all right, but the danger is that it 
might have ended with very serieus conse- 
quences, and, instead of having pigs on the 
Rabbit Pass, we might have had corpses 
there. That is the reason why the charge 
has been brought. ' 

Mr. T. P. Coffey, for the defendant, said 
that it was only right that he should say 
— Morgan had a complete answer to the 
charge. 

Sergeant Sheerin said Morgan made a state- 
ment which was being reserved. 

The case was adjourned.

| Agent,“ read before a meeting of the 
Publicity Club of Ireland in Jury's Hotel, 
Dublin, last night, Mr. John W. Tate, Manag- 
ing Director of Messrs. Arks, Ltd., said that 
there was a popular idea that the advertising 
copywriter sat with copies of the London 
evening papers before him, from which he 
was supposed to get his bright ideas. 


IRISH TALENT 


It was a mistake to believe that all the 
brains in the advertising business were across 
the water; there was quite an amount of 
talent in advertising in this country, and 
while large London salaries and 8 
allured their best young men * bs they still, 
to a great extent, nad people who preferred 
to work and live here, and were br iant in 
their own sphere as writers of advertisements. 

Referring to territorial or national distribu- 
tive advertising, Mr. Tate said that distri- 
butive advertising could be handled very 
easily and efficiently in County Dublin and 
district. Whether territorial or national 
advertising was taken depended on individual 
tastes and on the times. 


VALUE OF AGENT’S ADVICE 


The advice of the advertising agent was, 
said Mr. Tate, really worth having, and he 
thought that people did not realise that, or 
the advertising agent would be used more. 
The standard of production of creative 
ability in this country was extremely high, 
and compared favourably with the best work 
of the most highly commercialised countries. 
There were small advertising agents who 
sometimes were very good indeed. Nebody 
should despise the small man. 

Mr Brian D O' Kennedy said that, in 
comparing advertising in this country and 
advertising across the water, they must bear 
in mind that the advertiser on the other side 
was spending very big money, and had a 
reat advantage over the agent here in pro- 
uctive work. i ' i 

Advertising here was up to a very high 
standard, and was quite as good as advertis- 
ing on the other side. 


ADVERTISING CONSCIENCE 


One of their difficulties was that most of 
their advertisers were not réally advertising- 
minded. They had not the advertising 
conscience here that they had on the other 
side, and he thought that until they got it, 
they would be very much behind in adver- 
tising. T.ast year Messrs. Guinness spent 
£94, on advertising; Players, £120,000; 
Craven A, £70,000; Ovaltine, E223, 000; 
Horlicks, £152,000; and Rountrees, £108,000. 

Mr. 8. McCauley said that the advertising 
agent was looked on as an expert, and was 
given as much latitude as possible. 

Mr. P. L. McEvoy said that he thought 
that one of the greatest trials of the adver- 
tising agent in this country was that virtually 
everybody knew everything about advertis- 
ing. e thought that one of the things 
wrong in this country was that people got 
too good value for the money they spent on 
advertising. : 

Mr. L. C. Blennerhassett sympathised. 
with advertising agents and consultants on 
the limitations put on them. 

Mr. J. O’Dockery said that he knew of 
copy which had been passed by executives,, 
sent in to a newspaper by agents, set up, 
and cancelled at the last moment. It was a 
compliment to agents that so few alterations 
were made in their copy. 

Mr. T. Merry was of opinion that manu- 
facturers should be informed of the ad- 
vantages to be obtained from the services of 
advertising agents. 

Mr. E. Maguire supported the view 
that there were in this country men capable 
of giving manufacturers service as . as, 
if not better than, that given on the other 


side. . 

Mr. T. O'Neill said that there should be 
an advertising manager or chief clerk de- 
puted by firms to look after advertising, and 
interpret the wishes of the Board. 

Mr. J. O’Sheehan said that while advertis- 
ing agents here could turn out as good work. 
as was done in England, one could see as 
bad advertising in Ireland as anywhere else. 

Mr. C. E. McConnell, Chairman of the 
Club, said that as one who had conducted 
an advertising agency for a quarter of a 
century, he could state that he never had 
had anything but the greatest courtesy and 
help from the Press in this country in the 
preparation and issuing of his advertise- 
ments.

DEBTS TO BANKS 


Senator J. JOHNSTON moved the resolu- 
tion standing in his name and that of Senator 
J. J. Counihan:— That the Minister for 
Agriculture should appoint immediately a 
committee of  agriculturists, bankers, 
economists, and departmental representatives 
to inquire into the matter of the liquidation 
of frozen loans, and to make recommenda- 
tions as to the provision of credit for 
farmers.” He said that on the question of 
frozen loans, he referred particularly to loans 
incurred before 1930. ome of the loans 
raised for the purchase of land at that period 
were fantastically high, and in many cases 
the banks had encouraged the farmers to 
raise these loans. Such a body as he pro- 
posed might well recommend the establish- 
ment of a Deht Adjustment Commission, 
which would be a semi-judicial body which 
would consider the cases of farmers who 
considered that they had got a ''raw deal” 
from the banks, and make recommendations 
for a settlement which might meet the 
equities of the cases. Since 1920 and 1930 
there had been a number of individual eettle- 
ments between banks and their farmer 
debtors, and he knew that in many cases 
the banks had dealt very generously with 
their debtors—he had heard of a debt of

full settlement. 

But if in some cases the bankers were 
unduly lenient, in others Oy appeared to 
have been unduly harsh.

YEAR'S GOOD WORK 
UNDER DIFFICULTIES

A satisfactory account of: the working of 
the Irish Kennel Club ‘for the year 1940 was 
given at the annual meeting of the members 
of the club last night in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, 

Mr. H. B. Fottrell, President, presided. 

Mr. R. G. Quirke, Secretary, submitted his 
annual ‘report, which stated that the number 
of registrations in 1940 was 1392, a decrease 
of 325, which, in view of all circumstances, 
they might not consider to be very disturb- 
ing; 47 litters were registered in 1940, a 
decrease of 2 11; 12 new kennel names had 
been registered, and a total of 226, as com- 
pared with 228, life and yearly prefixes 
registered on 3lst December, 1939 

uring last year 85 new associate members 

had been elected, which showed that the con- 
dition of the Kennel Club remained healthy. 
They had 61 life members, 5 honorary life mem- 
bers, and 203 yearly members, making a total 
of 269, as compared with 224 in 1939; 38 
shows and field trials had been held in 1940. 

The Secretary said that 1940 had been an 
extremely critical year, but, everything con- 
sidered, the affairs of the club were very 
satisfactory. 


FINANCE 


The Secretary’s report was adopted, and 
also the Auditor’s report, which showed that 
the total income was , as compared with 
£677 15s. 8d. for the previous year, a decrease 
Of £75 158. 8d. There was an increase of 
£24 12s. in members’ subscriptions The 1940 
show account deficit of £55 7s. 7d. was re- 
sponsible for a loss on the working of the 
club for the year. 

Mr. Fottrell, in his presidential address, 
said that registration had fallen off by about 
25 per cent., and thie had been accentuated 
in the last half of 1940. Breeders had been 
affected by the war, and there was a reluct- 
ance to send bitches across the water for 
breeding. Their shows had held up very 
well, The championships had maintained 
their existence and their entries. There had 
been increases at some shows. Some very 
good dogs had been brought across the water, 
and that tended to raise the quality of their 
exhibitions. There was no reason why they 
should think of suspending their qualifying 
system of championships. If competition 
became less keen they would have to stiffen 
their system, so that their champions would 
be able to hold up ‘heir heads anywhere. 

Mr. H. B. Fottrell, Mr. Justice Hanna 
and the Rev. E. Save Hicks were elected 
trustees.

COLLEGE CLAIM

In the British House of Commons yester- 
day, Sir William Davison (Conservative) asked 
the President of the Board of Trade whether 
his attention has been called to a recent 
demand from the Library of Trinity College, 
Dublin, to be supplied free of charge with 
an expensive book recently published in Eng- 
land, by virtue of the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act of 1911, and whether steps will 
taken to remove this anomaly, having regard 
to recent changes in the relationship between 
Great Britain and the Irish Free State. 

Major G. Lloyd George (Parliamentary 
Secretary), in a written reply, states:— 
Section 15 of the Copyright Act, 1911, pro- 
vides that publishers in the United Kingdom 
shall deliver to Trinity College, Dublin, on 
written demand, a copy of each book they 
publish. It is not proposed to remove this 
requirement, particularly since a reciprocal 
statutory obligation rests upon publishers in 
Eire to send a copy of each book published 
by them to the British Museum, and, on 
demand, to four other libraries in the United 
Kingdom.

THE NATION’S FOOD. 


Our first step must be to make sure of the 
nation’s food.

Mr. Stimson said that under the bill 
belligerent warships could remain in American 
ports indefinitely, “This is a very important 
point, he went on. In the case of disaster 
to Britain, which none of us want to happen, 
this bill might be the means by which we can 
save the remnants of the British Fleet.“ 

Though Mr. Stimson foresaw a crisis in the 
British position this spring, he emphasised 
that this did not mean that Germany will be 
able to terminate the war then. The crisis 

robably will exist for some time to come. 
Our great material help will come later to 
enable Great Britain to take what military 
men call the initiative. The most dangerous 
position any nation can be in is to be purely 
on the defence, he said. 


NAVAL CONVOYS 

Mr. Stimson opposed a ban on American 
warships convoying supplies to Britain, 
because “ uo one cam tell what will happen 
in the course of this war which is going on in 
Europe to-day, and getting nearer and nearer 
in its effects to this country every day.“ 

The Axis is vulnerable in many respects,” 
said Mr. Stimson. Italy is already in 
serious straits and the German Army is 
spread out very thin. In Norway and 
Rumania we begin to hear the creaking of 
the strain under which the German power is 
labouring.“ 

The Japanese Army, Mr. Stimson added, 
was also spread out very thin—even thinner 
than the German—and Japan's economy had 
been strained. Mr. Stimson said that the 
United States was forced to buy the time 
necessary to arm and protect herself, and 
said: We are buying time from the only 
nation which can sell it.“ > 


CRISIS IN SPRING 


In a formal statement he predicted that 
Britain would face a crisis this spring and 
summer. If she survived, he said, the 
probability of an ultimate solution in favour 
of the democracies would be overwhelming.”’ 
He added: The passage of this bill would 
go far to stiffen the moral necessary for her 
to survive that crisis. The Axis Powers,’’ 
he concluded, cannot indefinitely hold the

Three amendments to the Aid Britain Bill, 
including a mid-1943 time limit on the Presi- 
dent’s powers, were reported to have been 
voted by the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the House of Representatives. The Com- 
mittee met secretly, and was reported to have 
approved the following amendnients to the 
bill:—1, June 30, 1943, as the expiration of 
British aid power; 2, to require the President 
to consult the Army and Navy chiefs hefore 
transferring military equipment; 3, to require 
periodic reports to Congress on the operation 
of the hill. 1 

The Committee voted in favour of à pro- 
hibition of the use of United States naval 
vessels for convoys. 


ECONOMIC WARFARE 


Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, today 
indicated that talks at present in progress 
with Great Britain may result in further 
measures designed to strengthen British 
economic warfare against the Axis. 
British and American officials, Mr. Hull 
said, had been discussing numerous 
questions relating to economic co- opera- 
tion and the British blockade, but 
so far there had been no decisions. 
Mr. Hull declined to say what action might 
be taken, or whether the United States might 
seek the co-operation of the other American 
Republics in a more effective programme of 
economic aid to Britain and economic pressure 
against the Axis. i 

The Senate passed and forwarded to the 
White House a bill authorising the * 
ture of 909,000,000 dollars (E227, 500, 000) for 
expanding naval construction facilities and 
for building 400 new small craft for the Navy.

DUBLIN ’BUSES IN 
COLLISION 


TWENTY-THREE PERSONS 
INJURED

Twenty-three people were injured, five of | 
them seriously, when two Dublin United 
Tramways Company single-decker ‘buses, 
one travelling to Bangor road and the other 
to Dublin from Tallaght, collided in Patrick 
street shortly after midnight last night. 
Seventeen of the injured were taken to the 
Meath Hospital in a double-decker bus, and 
the remaining six were taken to the Adelaide 
Hospital. ichael O'Keeffe, driver of the 
Tallaght 'bus, was detained in the Adelaide 
Hospital suffering from a broken arm and 
severe injuries to the head. Four passen- 

rs, who were also treated at the Adelaide 

ospital, were afterwards discharged. J. 
Moore, driver of the other bus, was de- 
tained in the Meath Hospital. 5 

The buses collided head-on, and the cabin 
of each was wrecked, both drivers being 
seriously injured. All the windows of the 
"buses were shattered, and almost all of the 
passengers suffered from cut faces. | 

John Galvan; conductor of the Bangor road 
'bus, told an /rish Times reporter that sud- 
denly he was flung to the ground. When he 
got to his feet he saw that many of the 
passengers were injured.

THE METAXAS LINE 


A formidable scheme of frontier fortifi- 
cations—‘‘the Metaxas Line —was com- 
leted in 1939. Concentrating on a close 
riendship with Turkey and a maintenance 
of the Balkan Entente— Greece, Turkey, 
Rumania and. Lugoslavia— General Metaxas 
adhered to these principles on the outbreak 
of the present European war by doing all he 
could to preserve Greek neutrality. He 
signed an agreement with Italy in September, 
1939, that both sides should withdraw their 
military police from the © Greco-Albanian 
frontier. After Italy's entry into the war 
last June General Metaxa.sa’:. answer to an 
ultimatum from Italy was that Greece would 
fight to the death. At-one time A.D.C. to 
Venizelos, with whom he was destined to 
quarrel, General Metaxas took part in the 
Balkan wars, and accompanied his chief to 
3 for the peace conference with Turkey 
in . 


TWICE DEPORTED 


General Metaxas was deported to Corsica |. 


jn 1917 for his part in organising pro-German 
reservists in Greece, and he returned to 
Greece in 1920, but three years. later was 
again obliged to flee the country. In 1932 
he returned, and in 1935 helped to defeat the 
Venizelist rebellion. After the restoration of 
King George II. the General was made Minis- 
ter of War and Deputy Prime Minister, and 
in -April, 1 he became Premier. Four 
months later he carried out his coup d'etat. 
M. Korizis, the new Premier, was born in 
1885 at Poros, thirty miles from Athens. . He 
studied at Athens University, and then 
entered the National Bank of Greece, where 
he had a brilliant career. He was one of the 
organisers of the agricultural credits. system, 
and became governor of the Bank of Greece 
in 1939. Although appointed Minister of 
Health in General Metaxas’s Government, he 
had hitherto not played an outstanding part 
in politics. . 


THE END

a blood transfusion, aff2r which the Prime 
Minister rallied for a tin e. Four hemorrhages 
suddenly occurred late}, and he lost con- 
sciousness at 8.50 p.m.. 

A Council of Ministers was called, at which 
the King stated that the Premier’s condition 
was critical, but there was hope that the 
crisis would be passed safely during the night. 
The Archbishop of Athens was present at 
General Metaxas’s bedside, and administered 
the Last Sacraments. 


KING’S MESSAGE 


King George II., in a message to the Greek 
nation, says :—' Jean Metaxas, who for five 
years governed my country at my side with 
skill and self-sacrifice, who through his in- 
telligence and foresight left lasting traces 
with his fruitful activity.on the life of the 
States, who revived national sentiment and 
stood up courageously before the wiles: of 
the enemy—has passed away to join the ranks 
of the illustrious figures of Greek history. 
I assure my people that the work accom- 
plished: up to now in all spheres—political 
and military; in the sphere of labour and 
agrarian reform, and in that of national youth 
organisation—will be continued with the same 
inspiration. The fact that the Prime Minister 
and Ministers of my new Government, to 
whom I give the same confidence aa hitherto, 
were for a long time colloborators of the dead 
man, constitutes a formal guarantee of this 
continuity. 

“I am sure that my Ministers — closely 
united with my people around my Throne and 
inspired by the marvellous examples of the 
recent glorious chapters in our national ‘ife— 
will, with devotion and self-sacrifice, lead to 
the end the gigantic struggle which the heroic 
Greek Army is continuing on the field’ of 
honour ii which will—be sure of this—end 
in triumphí I ask all Greek men and women 
to continúe to give as, hitherto the same 
admirableí proofs of their patriotism and 
discipline.

SHELLING DERNA 


The P.A. Special Correspondent outside 
Derna says that there British troops are 
shelling.the seaport. The Italians were comb- 
ing the ground to locate British forces, 
and the Italian Air Force was very active. 
Bombers, escorted by the latest Italian 
fighters, G50s. released their bombs and 
machine-gunned British atrols. Three 
Hurricanes shot down three CR42 bombers, it 
is claimed. 

The London statement, reviewing the posi- 
tion in the Mediterranean, says that General 
Wavell’s present difficulties are in adminis- 
tration. Some of the troops who took part 
in the attack on Sidi Barrani are now fighting 
further south in the advance from Kassala. 
Actually, the British designed a pincer move- 
ment in this sector with the intention of 
making a great haul of prisoners and 
material. After the Libyan experience the 
Italians did not wait for them, and began to 
retreat before the British plan could be put 
irto operation.

TO DEAL WITH 
FLOATING MINES 


ORDER FOR IMMEDIATE 
MILITARY ACTION 


Members of the Irish Army stationefl on 
the headlands of the Irish coast have been 
oulered to shoot immediately they are 
sighted any sea mines they observe drifting 
in the water. : 

This, order is a result of the situation that 
has been created during the last few days, 
following the HEA ashore of a large num- 
ber of mines on the South and Western Sea- 
boards. 

The presence of dozens of these mines -has 
been notified to.the military authorities on 
the south coast alone—in Cork, Waterford, 
and Wexford—and Army engineers are 
working day and nigift to prevent possible 
dafiage in coastal villages. 

A number of those villages have been 
evacuated owing to the danger from explod- 
ing mines, 

he Coast Watching Service has had to 
be augmented by special nilitary posts to 
deal with the new problem. 


LIFE-RISKING WORK 


An example of the wonderful work that is 
being done by the men who are risking their 
lives in dealing with these horned monsters 
is 1 at Clonea Strand, where a hotel 
and several houses undoubtedly were saved 
from destruction through their intervention. 
The. hotel, which was in danger, is the 
Ocean View, Clonea, Dungarvan, situated 
on the fringe of the sea, and within a stone’s 
throw from the spot where two mines were 
washed ashore among the rocks. The mines 
were directly in line with the front entrance 
to the hotel and their presence was notified 
by a villager. 

The proprietress, her staff, and a relative 
who was staying there to recuperate, 
were obliged to leave their rooms in 
the middle of the night and walk 
the country roads until daylight yesterday 
morning. They had to leave the windows of 
the hotel thrown open, remove all glass 
ware to the back of the building and 


deposit all the stocks in the bar on the 


floors. In the meantime, engineers from 
Cork and Kerry were brought to the village 


and at great personal risk removed the de- 


tonators from the mines, enabling the oc- 
cupants of the hotel and the surrounding 
houses to return to their homes. 

Several mines in Tramore and Dungarvan 
areas are being dealt with by Army en- 

ineers, In Tramore Bay there are at least 

alf a dozen, of which three already have 

been. dismantled. The remainder are caught 
in holes among the rocks, and so far have 
proved inaccessible. 

Another mine -floated into Dungarvan and 
had threatened a military post which was 
temporarily abandoned. For a time it looked 
as if it would have drifted into the harbour,

SENATOR’S VIEW OF

Right to Judge Morality

N the Senate yesterday, Senator MacDermot moved the following 
motion standing in his name and that of Senator Professor 
Alton :—** That, in the opinion of the Seanad : Fundamental consti- 
tutional rights ought not to be abrogated more than is necessary for 
national safety, even during war or the threat of war, and, in parti- 
cular, the right to. express opinion on Government policy and to 
persuade one’s fellow-citizens ought not to be so abrogated as to give 
excuse for unconstitutional action; the Press Censorship ought not to 
exclude matter from publication except upon one or more of the fol- 
lowing grounds: Disclosure of military secrets; treason, sedition, or 
incitement to disobey the law; violence and intemperance of 
language tending to excite civil commotion or 3 
attack ; dissemination of unfounded rumours, likely to produce dis-

PAPERS PENALISED 


Last year Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly had read 


nalists in Dublin an amazing number of rules 
under which censorship had been governed 
in Holland. But had extreme censorship 
saved Holland? Only a few days ago the 
Minister for Supplies had said that there 
were numbers of people in this country who 
acted as if the war was taking part on 
another planet. There was here a tremen- 
dous lack of realism about all sorts of vital 
uestions in connection with the war. For 
that lack of realism the Minister for Supplies 
might thank the Minister for the Coordina- 
tion of Defensive Measures, whose appetite 
for suppression of news and opinions seemed 
to grow every day. There was nothing 
more arbitrary than censorship in this 
country; nothing more secret. Those who 
felt the lash of the Censor were unable to 
disclose their wrongs—if there were wrongs. 
Secrecy was imposed upon them. Secrecy 
was a condition under which censorship 
worked. He did not believe that the general 
public realised how widespread and severe 
were the Minister's activities. In the debate 
on December 4th the Minister said that the 
Censor was governed by law and common- 
sense, but, in fact, he was 
by the law.. Whether he was governed b 
common-sense. was 3 question upon whic 
‘they differed. Faced with those who were 
in touch with him the Censor would be in 
the minority if he thought he was governed 
by common-sense. The picture which the 
Minister drew of the relations between the 
newspapers and the Censor was idyllic and 
rather misleading. As regards courtesy, 
nothing could be said about the staff. He 
believed that every editor in the country— 
with the exception of the /rish Press, which 
was a Government organ and never uttered 
a whisper of dissension about anything the 
Government had ever done—was reduced to 
a state of blasphemous irritation when the 
Censor was discussed. 


DISSATISFIED 


The Cork Examiner, the Irish Times and 
the Irish Independent were all exceedingly 
dissatisfied with the censorship. On the day 
Sir John “Keane moved his motion in the 
Senate the Irish Times published a leading 
article attacking the censorship. 

He had suggested that a Parliamentary 
Committee should be set up with power to 
review the operction of the censorship. 
Although that Committee would not have 
executive power, the Minister would be in 
some degree controlled by the knowledge that 
he might have to explain to that Committee. 
Even.if the principles for, censorship proposed 
in the present métion were adopted, he still 
thought that such a Committee would be 
necessary. Still more would it be necessary 
if it were decided that no principle for the 
guidance of the censorship could be drafted, 
and that the powers of censorship must be left 
to the Minister without anything to guide him 
but common-sense. The Committee would be 
of great value in ensuring that common-sense 
would be brought to bear. 


MINISTER NOT EDITOR 


On a former occasion the Minister told 
the House that there had been no change, 
He said that newspapers always had been 
subjected to censorship, but that now, instead 
of being censored by their own editors, they 
would be censored by-him, and that was more 
satisfactory, because he (the Minister) was 
responsible to the Irish people, while the 
editors were not. There were two answerer 
to that proposition. One was that the editors 
had considerably more experience than the 
Minister in this particular matter, and the 
other was that if there was only one news- 
3 in the country it might be unsatis- 
actory to have it edited by a private person. 
But that did not apply when there were a 
number oi newspapers holding different views. 
If the editor of one newspaper was tempted 
to shut out news that did not coincide with 
what he liked he would soon find that these 
items ‘vere appearing elsewhere, and that the 
public, finding that it was bemg deprived 
of its news by his paper, was buying papers 
that presented news: more fully and 
impartially. 

What, he asked, were the Minister’s special 
qualifications for aditing the newspapers of 
this country? He could think of a great many 
people in both Houses who had shown more 
attachment to moderation and tact than the 
Minister. 

He did not want to take up the time of 
the House by. bringing 8 an enormous 
number of illustrations, but he was obliged 
to mention some. One of these was men- 
tioned during the debate on Sir John 
Keane's motion: It was the attempted pub- 
lication by the /rish Times of a picture of a 

ublic meeting which was held outside the 

ank of Ireland and the suppression of that 
picture because there was visible on it the 
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the Minister used in the last debate as no. 
the sort of thing that ought, to be suppressed. 


MINISTER CENSORED 


Mr. MacDermot said that Mr. MacEntee 
was so propagandist as to suggest some 
months ago that there was a danger the way 
things were going that we might find our- 
selves at the end of this war without any 
friends. The newspapers were forbidden to 
publish that remark. A short time ago some- 
body attempted to publish an advertisemeut 
for a particular medical product. but

put into [rish newspapers. Another sentence 
suppressed in a newspaper was the follow- 
ing:—' Either Graziani is a very bad 
General or he is being pushed into 
unwise action by the ascist Party.” 
On Tuesday morning a letter appeared 
in the Daily 1 by Sir Hubert 
Gough, Mr. Maurice Healy and Mr. Henry 
Harrison. The latter had been, for years, a 
supporter of Fianna Fail policy, including 
the economic war, and as an advocate of Irish 
unity had painted 82 against England 
as: blackly as anybody had ever painted it. 
In spite of that, and in spite of the fact that 
he was one of the signatories of that letter, 
Irish newspapers were forbidden to publish it. 
A week or ten days ago the Cork Committee 
of Agriculture passed a resolution, or issued 
a statement, to the effect that they proposed 
to ask for a subsidy of £2 per acre for 
ploughing grasslands and that the price of 
wheat should be increased to 50s. a barrel. 
While saying nothing about the soundness of 
those views he would like to know by what 
right or what reason of national necessity 
the Minister refused to allow it to appear. 


LORD MAYOR OF DUBLIN 


Another case which occurred to his mind 
was that of the Lord Mayor of Dublin. Mrs. 
Clarke had distinguished herself by saying 
that if the Red Cross was going to be 
any use to the English she would not touch it 
with a barge-pole. He did not think that 
truth should be smothered unless the case 
for smothering was overwhelming. 

The play ‘‘Roly Poly“ had been suppressed. 
It was quite possible that it was right 
suppress it. But when they came to consider 
questions of fair play and conscience he 
wondered whether there was not just as much 
propagandist atmosphere about another plax 
which had recently been running at the Abbey 
and called Green Street Courthouse.”

No 
doubt it was very proper for Catholics to 
support such an organisation, but was it 
necessary to allege, what he believed to be 
false and a libel on Irish Protestants, “that 
they are carrying on a vile traffic.“ If they 
were trying to keep down temperatures and 
to prevent offensive things being said that 
should be stopped. 


HE CENSORED HIMSELF ”' 


The Minister had even censored himself. 
In an article which he (Mr. MacDermot) 
wrote recently and submitted to the Censor 
he quoted an extract from the speech of the 
Minister for the Co-Ordination of Defensive 
8 as reported in the official journal of 
the 
adding that the tact and economic soundness 
of the Minister’s observation had been the 
subject of general comment.

interest demanded in this tremendous crisis 
through which the world was going. 
The question is whether by keeping up, 
as we have done, the traditional attitude o 
aloofness verging upon hostility to Great 
Britain, we have not so conduc 


as to make the necessary co-operation that 


far more difficult to accomplish smoothly, to 
reconcile our own people to it. We have 
carried to most extraordinary extremes this 
business of suggesting that there is no moral 
difference between the belligerents. It is 
not merely that we do not, that we are not 
allowed to make speeches saying one is more 
wicked or more virtuoug than the othér, but 
that we do allow speeches to be made, and 
speeches are made and appear in newspapers 
which strongly suggest that there is no mor 
difference between them. Some of these 
speeches come from ecclesiastical quarters, to 


. politicians; and, although it is some time 
ago, I think it should be mentioned that the 
Taoiseach himself made what I regarded as 
an extraordinarily unfortunate statement to 
the effect that either participant in the 
European war would attack us without a 
moment’s hesitation if it suited his own 
interests to do so.” 


BRITISH BRAVERY 


Referring to the agitation about the ports, 
Senator MacDermot said that even the 
Minister for Supplies talked about Ireland 
being blockaded in a way that seemed to 
imply that she was equally blockaded by all 
the belligerents. The facts were that it was by 
the good-will of the British Government, by the 
bravery of the British mercantile marine, and 
by the protection the British convoys had 
been able to give that they had been 
getting all their supplies from over- 
seas virtually since the war began. But 
for the British they would have no arms 
to speak of with which to resist that act of 
aggression if it were committed. Surely, he 
— the thing did not make sense. Any- 
thing might happen in the war. By some 
extraordinary piece of folly or desperation it 
might occur—he hoped it did not—that the 
British would attack their ports. He thought 
it in the highest degree unlikely, but he did 
know that whatever resistance they might be 
able to put up to that or any other act of 
aggression they would put it up because the 
British had allowed the arms to come in with 
which they could resist it. That was a thin 
the people of the country did not realise, an 
which they ought to know. 


DISLIKES NEUTRALITY 


It was not merely their physical neutrality he 
personally disapproved of, and the motion was 
not so much about neutrality as about the right 
to talk about neutrality, but what the censor- 
ship had produced; in particular what he 
resented was this sort of moral neutrality. 
They had cut themselves off. They talked 
about their unity—which was to a large degree 
superficial—but in obtaining that they had 
cut themselves off from the entire Irish world 
elsewhere. 

The Irish in Australia, Canada—even in 
‘America—felt very different about that whole 
question, and they did not feel that the 
belligerents were on the same plane. It was 
a great mistake to insist that all note of 
criticism should be absent from their speeches 
and newspapers. 

Professor ALTON formally seconded the 
motion. 

CU ULADH, proposing his amendment in 
Irish, said that there were two parties in 
this country dangerous to the freedom and 
independence of the State, and they would 
necd to be kept in check. One was the party 
who would think it right to take part with 
Britain and be in the war on the side of 
the British Empire. They did not see much 
danger to this State in that. On the other 
hand, there was a small party who con- 
sidered anything connected with Britain as 
- anathema, and they would welcome anyone 
who would help them against Britain. ese 
eople believed that they were helping the 
independence of the country in that way. 
The majority of the people were against bo 
these parties. 


MINISTER’S DEFENCE 


Mr. FRANK AIKEN, Minister for the Co- 
ordination of Defensive Measures, said that 
Senator MacDermot served one very useful 
purpose in this country—he was a monument 
to the past. He showed what we had got 
away from in this country, politically and 
in every other way. Senator MacDermot’s 
first speech when he was elected to the Dail 
was an appeal té the House not to behave 
like guttersnipes. Mr. Aiken said now that 
Mr. MacDermot would have to get away 
from this idea that the rest of the people 
in this country were guttersnipes, and that 
he is the man to teach them how to behave. 
Senator MacDermot blew in from some other 
part of the world, not knowing anything 
about Irish history, and it was very unwise 
of him to project himself into certain aspects 
of Irish life without having more knowledge. 
Senator Cu Uladh had replied to him in most 
restrained language, and showed what would 
be the reactions to some of the proposals of 
Senator MacDermot if they were debated 
throughout the country. 

“ We here in this State, said Mr. Aiken, 
“ decided at the beginning of the war that 
the Government would have the power of 
censorship; that was made the law of the 
land. It does not matter what they do in 
England, Germany, Italy, Greece or America. 
The Government here unanimously passed 
this Emergency Powers Act and in it they 
have empowered the Government to impose 
censorship because, in their wisdom and to 
their best judgment, it was necessary. 

Senator MacDermot, said Mr. Aiken, had 
said that national security is not 
identical with neutrality and that nobody 
was more concerned with the safety and 
security of the country than he was. Senator 
MacDermot had told them that his attitude 
was plainly that he was in favour of this 
State going into the war. He was virtually 
alone in that attitude, and if they

FIANNA FAIL'S VIEWS 


Senator MacDERMOT—Is the Minister 
quite sure there is nobody else of that 
opinion?—or that no member of his party is 
in favour of going into the war? 

Mr. AIKEN—The fact of the matter is that 
the three major parties agreed on neutrality 
and supported it, and on various occasions 
have appealed to the people to support it. 
Senator McELLIN—Is not the Senator’s 
imagination running away with him? 

Senator MacDERMOT—Is the Minister 
sure that a speech made at the defence con- 
ference was not suppressed! 

Mr. AIKEN said that the vast majority of 
the people of this country wanted to remain 
neutral. Senator MacDermot even admitted 
am in his correspondence to the Sunday 
"mes. 

Mr. AIKEN—Is this country to be sacri- 
ficed to Mr. MacDermot’s ideals? Is the 


country to be —— in this the most grave 
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arms on the one side or the other. 
a sovereign, independent State and we have 
the right to be neutral. We have declared 
our neutrality with the ful: force of the 
various constitutional authorities in this 
country. Propaganda nowadays is regarded 
by belligerents as one of their most important 
| weapons. The belligerents in this war are 


to be too much in that picture. If the Dail 


decides that we should be in the picture, 
that we should declare war, then let the 
Dail do it. Until that happens it is the 


Government’s duty to maintain neutrality 
and to do nothing, or allow anybody to do 
anything, that would endanger this neutrality. 
As propaganda is a vital weapon at the 
moment, we must do nothing here, not even 
in the line of talking or writing, that would 
give offence to the belligerents. 


„% WANTS WAR 


‘* But Senator MacDermot wants to go to 
war,” said Mr. Aiken, “and he wants the 
country to go to war, and that is the reason 
he wants to avoid cores olf 

Senator MacDERMOT—The Minister must 
not take me as accepting what he has just 
said. 

Mr, AIKEN said that it was a pretty fair 
representation of the senator’s mind, and of 
what he had said there to-night, to say that 
he wanted Ireland to fight for Christian ethies 
and all the rest of it. If that. was the way 
the matter was going to be debated, there 
would be a lot of things to be said on both 
sides. All the people of the country are 
not like Senator 8 with whom one 
word would only borrow another. Words 
borrowed blows in this country, and we 
want to avoid trouble from outside and 
internal trouble, particularly on the question 
on which the vast majority of the people are 
united. : 

Replying to suggestions that the censorship 
had — used unfairly, Mr. Aiken said that 
Senator MacDermot had stated that the editors 
of the newspapers in the country had been 
reduced to a state of blasphemous irritation. 
He had every sympathy with editors who had 
been accustomed to working on their own 
without any authority over them having to 
submit to rules and regulations. But it had 
been decided by the Dail that that should be 
so during this period of emergency, and it 
was up to them to try and co-operate in the 
best way they could. 


AM RESPONSIBLE ” 


Mr. AIKEN, resuming, said—As_ the 
Minister responsible for censorship, I am 
responsible to the Dail and to this House for 
the operation of the censorship. I am pre- 
‘pared to answer any questions affecting cen- 
sorship and to justify any action if it can be 
justified We are not claiming infallibility in 
the Censorship Department, but if anybody 
has a legitimate grievance against the censor- 
ship in the country he has a right to approach 
his representative in the Dail or approach a 
Senator and to have the matter raised in 
debate. ; 
Senator MacDERMOT—Does the Minister 
mean that seriously? Does he think that we 
can have a separate debate in the Dail and 
the Senate on every one of these cases? 
Mr. AIKEN replied that his staff and him- 
self were always approachable on these mat- 
ters. The staff was available night and day. 
„ deny, and I am satisfied that I will be 
able to prove my case against any reasonable 
man, that there has been any unfair dis- 
crimination against the Irish Independent 
or any other newspaper in the country. And 
if any half-dozen senators, or any one senator, 
wants to come along I can prove to him that 
the Jrish Press not only has a grievance 
against the censorship, but that it has the 
biggest grievance of any newspaper, simply 
because it is impossible, with the rapidity 
with which the work is done there in the 
small hours of the morning, that the censor- 
ship should be infallible. Every newspaper, 
no doubt, can make a case and show a hun- 
dred instances where something has happened 
which is to its disadvantage; but they are 
all in the same boat, and, generally speakrng, 
the cases that they have to put forward are 
not worth baint about— not, really legitimate 
grievances at, all. A couple of the biggest 
grievances where a newspaper was deprived of 
news items that were allowed in other papers 
were from the editorial staff of the Trish 
Press. Senator MacDermot had alleged 
that not a word of Cardinal Hinsley’s broad- 
cast was allowed to appear in the Irish 
papers. Some of His Emmence’s matter was 
stamped For publication in Ireland only.“ 
The Cardinal was a very patriotic Englishman, 
and, as such, he made propaganda in favour 
of his own country; but if they allowed some 
of his propaganda to appear in our daily 
newspapers they could not cut out similar 
vigorous statements on the other side, and 
the result would be that they would have a 
very bitter controversy arising here. They 
had decided not to have it. The Gough-Healy- 
Harrison letter had advanced the same argu- 
‘ment as had Senator MacDermot on another 
occasion, and if they allowed them on one 
side they would have to allow them on the 
other. 

Senator D. FITZGERALD said that because 
the Government had the power to impose censor- 
ship it did not mean that the last word was 
spoken about it. 

The House adjourned until 3 p.m. to-day.

CENSORSHIP .OF 
LITERATURE 


VIEWS OF MADAME 
GONNE McBRIDE 


— — 


Madame Gonne McBride presided last night 
at a public meeting held in 25 Lower Baggot 
street, Dublin, to discuss ways and means 
of attacking abuses of censorship of litera- 
ture. 

It was the inaugural meeting of a body to 
be formed under the title of the Irish Council 
for Defence of Intellectual Freedom. 
Madame McBride said that neutrality, just 
as much as war, imposed a form of censor- 
ship, and at the present time it was im- 
possible to do more than try and prepare 
plans for peace time. It was important to 
try to prevent an intellectual black-out, 
which might be more or less permanent, from 
descending upon this country—en intellectual 
black-out which from the present form of 
censorship might arise. This country was in 
a similar condition at the beginning of the 
century and was rescued by such writers 
as John O’Leary and Yeats. 

If this country were able to avert the 
devastation of war, she would be in a posi- 
tion to fulfil her destiny and to contribute 
thought and beauty to help in reconstruct- 
ing a war-desolated world. 

Mr. Owen Sheehy-Skeffington, who, in the 
absence of Mr. Ewart Milne, was the prin- 
cipal speaker, is against all censorship what- 
ever of literature. Under the best circum- 
stances, he said, an act of censorship does 
more harm than good to the community as 
a whole. No book had ever done any per- 
manent harm to anybody. The censorship 
in this country was very badly carried out; 
for a really dangerous and vile book was 
sometimes not banned for at least two years. 
Mr. Kevin O’Shaughnessy and Mr, Gerald 
Grimley also spoke. i

THE Italians have continued their 
desperate counter-attacks during 
the past twenty-four hours, with 
results disastrous to themselves, says 
a Greek Press Ministry statement 
broadcast by Athens Radio last night 
and quoted by the Press Association. 


Fighting is specially severe in the central 
i . of the- front, where General Ugo Caval- 
lero, the new Italian Commander-in-Chief, has 
been making supreme efforts. Two Italian 
battalions have been cut off from their vase, 
it was claimed. , 

Dispersed by Greek artillery fire in a 
counter-attack on Monday, two other detach- 
inents are now isolated and hiding in a wood. 
A considerable advance was made by Greek 
forces after they had broken up Italian move- 
ments in the central and northern sectors 
on Tuesday. The Italians retreated in dis- 
order, it is said. 

A British fighter patrol has fought a lively 
engagement with a formation of Italy’s latest 
bombers over the Southern Albanian front, 
says a P.A. message from Athens. One 
Italian bomber was shot down in flames, The 
British patrol suffered no loss. 


HEAVY LOSSES 


An Associated Press message from Monastir 
says that Italian pressure increased yesterday 
in the Devoli valley. Positions were re- 
ported to have changed hands several times, 
with heavy losses on both sides, but the 

eneral situation remained unaltered. In the 

cumbi valley, Greek initiative prevailed, 
but attacks were halted by the Italian artil- 
lery barrage. In the Pogradets and Voyusa 
sectors there was comparative calm. Sudden

activity in the northern and central sectors. 

The R. A. F. communiqué,- Middle East, 
yesterday said that during the night of 
January 27/28 bombers carried out a heavy 
raid on Capodichino (Naples) aerodrome. 
Bombs fell on a large building, setting it 
on fire, and other fires were started on the 
aerodrome; The central railway junction and 
marshalling yard at Naples were also at- 
tacked, fires and a violent explosion being 
caused between the station and the junction.

(Tea) Order, 1941. o conserve 
supplies as a safeguard against an acute 
shortage in future, the Minister has decided 
that as from the Ist February, 1941, deliveries 
of tea to retail merchants by wholesale 
merchants shall be restricted. The measures 
now being taken are of an interim character 
and are required because notification has been 
received recently from the British Ministry 
of Food that the supply of tea through the 
Ministry to this country will be reduced in 
future. In view of this notice and of the 
uncertainty as to the supply position from 
now onwards the Government have decided 
that a scheme for the rationing of tea is to be 
introduced as soon as the necessary arrange- 
ments are completed. 

The order provides that deliveries by 
wholesale Arch, soir should be adjusted so 
as not to exceed three-fourths of those made 
in the period from Ist July, 1938, to the 30th 
June, 1939, and it is also provided that ‘an 
appropriate restriction in delivery will be 
made to any retail merchant who started busi- 
ness subsequent to the Ist July, 1958. A 
register of wholesale tea merchants is to be 
set up by the Minister and no person whose 
name is not entered on the register will be 
permitted to sell tea by wholesale after the 
15th February, 1941. Applications by whole- 
sale tea merchants for admission to the 
register must be made at once to the Secre- 
tary, Department of Supplies, 13-14 Earlsfort 
terrace, Dublin. Registered wholesale tea 
merchants are to be required to furnish to 
the Minister for Supplies periodical returns 
of stocks of tea held by them and of their 
tea sales. Wholesale merchants are warned 
that severe penalties will be imposed for 
failure to furnish returns, or in the event of 
any attempt to conceal stocks by the sub- 
mission of incorrect returns. 

A notice has also been issued by advertise- 
ment to retail tea merchants notifying them 
that, as from to-day, sales of tea by them to 
their customers are to be reduced to three- 
fourths of the quantities normally sold. 
Retailers will be expected to ensure that the 
available supplies will be distributed 
equitably by them and that none of their 
customers will go short of tea. It is sug - 
gested, for the information of retailers, that 
an equitable basis of distribution on the 
reduced scale can be secured by the issue 
of two ounces of tea per week for each adult 
and one ounce of tea per week for each child 
of twelve years of age or under. Serious 
nafice will be taken by the Minister for 
Supplies of any case of hoarding of tea 
supplies by retail merchants. 

onsumers are reminded that if reasonable 
care and economy are exercised in the use 
of tea there should be no appreciable incon- 
venience or hardship resulting from the 
restrictions now imposed. 


PETROL 


— — 


The Department of Supplies announces that 
only a very limited quantity of petrol is at 
present available, and the quantity which was 
imported during January was only about half 
that which was actually issued for that 
month. Up to the present the Department of 
Supplies has not got any assurances from 
the oil distributing companies with regard to 
the maintenance of future supplies to meet 
the needs cf the country, and, consequently, 
such stocks as are available must be reserved 
for vital services. 

Licences had been prepared in the hope 
that supplies would be forthcoming for the 
next period, but in present circumstances it 
is not possible to issue those licences to motor 
vehicle users generally. For the present, 
therefore, no licences can be issued to owners 
of private cars except for very limited 
quantities for clergymen, doctors, veterinary 
surgeons and those engaged on work of 
national importance In addition to the 
vehicle owners referred to, petrol will also be 
made available in limited quantities for the 
following servicea:—Railway and omnibus 
services; owners of hackney vehicles; plant 
and vehicles for local authorities; licensed 
hauliers and lorry owners for the purpose of 
the carriage of foodstuffs and products 
essential to the community. 

Licences will also be granted for the pur- 
chase of petrol for industrial plant, agricul- 
tural tractors and agricultural machinery. 

The reduced allowances will involve a 
reduction in public transport services and in 
the facilities normally available for the 
carriage of goods by road. 

Should the situation improve and imports 
of petrol be received, the Department will 
release further petrol licences immediately. A 
further announcement for the information of 
motor vehicle users will be made not later 
than the end of next week,

BOMB INCIDENTS IN

CITY MANAGER TO BE 
QUESTIONED

The Dublin City Manager is to be asked 
at the meeting of the Dublin Corporation on 
Monday next what steps he has taken to 

rovide alternative accommodation to the 
amilies rendered homeless by the recent 
bomb incidents in Dublin. 

Councillor Fintan Burke has tabled a 
motior asking the City Manager to report 
on this matter immediately, and requesting 
him t- submit a scheme to the Council, in- 
dicating the steps which he proposes to tae 
for the immediate accommodation of the vic- 
tims of any similar occurrences in the future. 

‘Lhe same Councillor has put down another 
motion, which asks the City Manager to 
give details showing the accommodation in 
overground and underground air raid shelters 
in Dublin, and suggesting that, in view of 
the urgency of the situation and the ex- 
perience of other countries under war con- 
ditions the Council recommend that the con- 
struction of adequate underground public air- 
raid Shelters be undertaken immediately, such 
shelters to be constructed, as far as possible, 
with a view to their utilisation for 2 pur - 
poses on the cessation of hostilities. 

A motion by Councillor J. J. Byrne says 
that the transfer of lands to the Dublin Board 
of Assistance for the cultivation of wheat 
inflicts a serious injury on the Clontarf milk 
producers, and asks the Council to request 
the Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health to leave the lands undisturbed. 

The Department of Local Government and 
Public Health has sanctioned the borrowing 
by the Corporation of £100,000 for housing 
purposes, while the City Manager has re- 
quested the Corporation to authorise him to 
apply to the Department for sanction to 
borrow £100,000 to finance the Corporation in 
respect of Air Raid Precautions. 
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NIGHT RAIDERS 
OVER LONDON 
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FIRE BOMBS RAPIDLY 
EXTINGUISHED

LUNDON, Wednesday. 

The London area to-night had its first 
night “‘ alert’’ for ten days. It was one of 
the earliest to be sounded for several weeks, 
coming some time before the  black-out 
began. 

n one London area where there was no 
activity for two hours after the alert the 
silence was broken by the sound of anti- 
aircraft guns, and soon afterwards there was 
the crump of a heavy bomb. After flares 
had been dropped in one district of the 
London area a large number of fire bombs 
was showered down. 

The. gun barrage in one district kept the 
raiders off for some time. They could be 
heard fiyirfg comparatively low. 

All the incendiaries showered in the 
London area district were put out within ten 
minutes, and no fires were caused. When 
incendiaries were scattered in another district 
the A.R.P. wardens’ whistles brought fire 
fighters in such force that not a single fire 
was allowed to start. 

Night-raiding planes were believed to be 
in the vicinity of a town in North-East Eng- 
land, and also near a West of England town 
and an East Anglian town. Several houses 
were demolished when two bombs came down 
at a south-east town. There were some 
casualties. 


BANK NOTES ON 
BOARD SHIPS

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£10 A HEAD LIMIT FOR 
PASSENGERS TO BRITAIN

In view of the widespread use of British 
sterling ban notes by shipping of almost 
every nationality, arrangements have been 
made to allow the legitimate use of them 
by shipping to continue. 

Further arrangements to regulate the use 
of notes on ships and their import into the 
United Kingdom will, however, be put into 
operatic: on February 1. 

The British Treasury and Ministry of 
Shipping announced last night that from 
that date incoming passengers to the United 
Kingdom must not bring in more than £10 
a head in sterling notes. Any notes in ex- 
cess may be seized and confiscated. 

Outgoing passengers should observe that 
the effect of the prohibition on the import 
of the sterling notes is to make them diffi- 
cult, if not impossible to negotiate abroad. 
Sterling notes should only be taken abroad 
to the extent that they are required for use 
on board ship. 

The needs of the ships’ officers and men 
will Le met by a system under which certifi- 
cates will be issued by the masters of ships.

UNABLE TO VISIT

A dinner given to Mr. Willkie on Tuesday 
night by Lord Beaverbrook was attended by 
the entire Cabinet. 

Mr. Willkie yesterday saw Sir Andrew 
Duncan at the Ministry of Supply, had a talk 
with Professor Laski, attended a luncheon at 
the Savoy Hotel with Sir Robert Kindersley 
and a party of business men, and visited the 
headquarters of the Polish Forces in London, 
where he was met by General Sikorski, and 
he had an interview with the Chinese Ambas- 
sador in London. 

It was learned in Belfast last night that 
Mr. Wendell Willkie is unable to accept an 
invitation to visit Northern Ireland extended 
to him by the Governor and the Prime Minis- 
ter (Mr. Andrews). It is understood that the 
cause is lack of time to make the journey. 

Summing up his impressions after a tour 
of the shelters last night, Mr. Willkie said: 
“I never saw such spirit among any crowd 
whatever, as I saw to-night. They shook 
hands, clapped me on the back, and greeted 
me. It is one of the most stimulating ex- 
periences I have ever had in my life. Your 
people are just wonderful. I find nobody de- 
pressed, but I have never been quite so 
deeply moved before. I shall certainly have 
a lot to tell them when I get back.

FRESH CASES IN DERRY 
AREA 


From OvuR CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

Approximately twelve hundred animals 
have been destroyed up te the present in the 
area of Londonderry, in which foot-and- 
mouth disease has been rampant. They in- 
= 562 cattle, 292 sheep, 347 pigs and 16 
goats. 

The Northern Ireland Ministry of Agri- 
culture veterinary officials are working almost 
twenty-four hours a day visting and inspect- 
ing animals on farms in the scheduled areas. 
The work of burying the slaughtered animals 
is proceeding, about 200 men being taken 
daily by bus from Derry to the affected 
farms to dispose of the cargoes. 

It was stated to-day that two fresh out- 
breaks had been confirmed, one at Drumahoe 
and the other at Greerstown, Killymallaght, 
County Derry. Both are in areas where pre- 
vious outbreaks had taken place. 

The outbreak has been confined to an area 
of 20 miles by 15.
